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INTRODUCTION | 


ited me while on his way to Hajj. His name was Radiyu'l-Din

He asked me to write a tract on creed for him that he 
and his family may rely on. I excused myself saying that people had 
already authored numerous works on the topic and I advised him to

This then was the reason why the authot penned this creedal work. 
Despite its being written in such a short petiod of time, in one - 
afternoon, and being relatively short i in length, the tract is compre- 
hensive and marked by its terse and precise statements. It summa- 

 fises the early works written by the Imams of the Sunnah and 
` presents the creed highlighted therein in a clear and lucid manner. 
As one would expect of the author, the work draws heavily on the

Of significant note 1s that the creed closes with a discussion about 
the moral conduct that a Muslim should adhere to; by this the au- 
thor intended to show that the Islamic cteed is not mere dogma but | 
has a practical role, translating into ethical conduct conducive t to 
the betterment of the individual and society. | | 


: The ی‎ df this ced QUE a dicat deal of controversy - 
amongst ibn Taymiyyah’s contemporaries and he was accused of 
anthropomorphism and deviancy. In the year 705H gatherings were 
. convened in which the creed was read and discussed at length, and 
the author interrogated. Ibn Taymiyyah himself later wrote down 
his recollections of what had occurred in those gatherings. 2 In these 
recollections he writes that when asked about his creed that he was 
propagating, he replied, ‘Creed is not taken from me or from those 
greater than me. It is taken from Allah, His Messenger (4) and the 
consensus of the Salaf of this nation. Anything in the Qur'an and 
the authentic Sunnah, such as what is found in Sahih Bukhati and | 
Sahih Muslim, must be believed.? ‘The point being made here was

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CHAPTER TWO 


N ADDITION, (the principles detailed above find expression) 
in the Sunnah of the Messenger of Allah (d). The Sunnah 
explains the Qur'an, it clarifies its import, it points to it and 
gives expression to it. In the same way (as the Qur'àn), it is obliga- 
. tory to have faith in whatevet the Messenger described his Lotd, 
` Mighty and Magnificent, with in terms of those narrations that are 
authentic and have been accepted by the people of knowledge. 


Examples of these are his (HE) sayings, ——

remain manifest upon the truth until the Day of Judgement,” the isnad is daf; 

Abū Umamah by Ahmad #22320 with the wording, “There will not cease to be a 
group manifest upon the religion, victorious against their enemy. They will not be 
harmed by those who oppose them except what they meet of hardship, until the 
command of Allah comes and they are in that state.” When asked where they were, 
he replied, “Bayt al-Maqdis and around it.” The hadith is sahih with the exception 
of the portion about Bayt al-Maqdis. The portion about Bayt al-Maqdis is also 
recorded on Enc authority of Murrah al-Bahza by Tabarani, a-Kabir with a daf 


dde isnad.
